Torreon, Mex., April 4. - Not only is 
Pancho Villa's rebel army in undisput­ 
ed possession of Torreon, but his army 
is in ( lose pursuit ot the fleeing Fed 
erul army, recently defending the city. 
The cavalry, under Generals Her­ 
nandez and Ortega, sent in pursuit of 
General Velasco and bis fleeing Feder 
als, overtook the rearguard of the Fed­ 
erals at San Pedro de Los Colonias, 
and in the light which followed P»0 
Federals were killed and. 153 taken 
prisoners. The rebel losses were not 
given. 
A courier from the south reported 
to Villa that tin Federals (led into an 
ambuscade prepared by General Ro- 
salio De Huarache, where Velasco’s 
troops made their last desperate stand. 
Hernandez sent word to Villa that he 
would attempt to drive the Federals 
back toward Torreon, and ashed Villa 
to be prepared lo annihilate them. 
General Velasco was attempting to 
make his way to Saltillo when he ran 
into Hernandez’s troops. 
Torreon was the last 
strongly! I 
beld by Huerta in northern Mexico. 
The town, strewn with the dead and 
wounded of a six-day battle, was occu­ 
pied bv tho victorious rebels on tho 
heels of the flying Federals, the rem­ 
nants of General Refugio Velasco’s 
army. 
In all the fielding no foreigner was 
killed or injured. 
The losses have not been compiled, 
| but General Villa estimates his own 
’ohses at ram killed and I .'mo wounded 
and the Federal loss at 1000 killed 
and 3500 wounded, with an unknown 
number of prisoners. This is by far 
tlte largest number of casualties I » 
any of the many battles that have 
marked the Mexican revolution of the 
last four years. 
threat supplies of food, ammunition | 
and artillery and stores of cotton fell 
into the rebel hands by the capture of 
Torreon. 
.More than 500 Federal prisoners are 
believed to have been massacred by 
M ila * soldiers after the fall of Tor 
reon. Tile lives of the Mexican regu­ 
lars were spared, tint the "volunteers,” 
who formerly fought in the Madero 
revolution and then went over to the 
Huerta forces, were executed without 
trial. 
Soldiers were held in readiness to 
supplant their 
fellows in the tiring 
: quad when they became exhausted by 
the work of slaughter. 
Federal captives who are kept .at 
work burying the dead, repairing the 
railroad tracks and stringing telegraph 
w ires, narrate horrible tales of the bat­ 
tle in Torreon. 
When the Federal of­ 
ficers saw the day going against them 
they 
walked 
through the hospitals 
with revolvers in their hands, com­ 
pelling tile wounded to crawl to the 
firing line and help defend the city. 
T h o s e who were too badly wounded to 
comply were shot. 
The taking of Torreon, 500 miles 
from E l Faso. Tex., the nearest point 
In 
the 
United States by railroad, 
marks tile climax of the first campaign 
of the revolution to oust Huerta from 
Mexico City, and eleven days of con 
tinuous fighting In and around the 
city. It gives the Constitutionalist - 
virtual control over the whole north­ 
ern tier of Mexican states.

Rinse 
seine small molds with cold water, till

When firm turn out the jellies, ar­ 
range them in a glass dish, reserving 
one for chopping. Sprinkle a piece of 
paper with cold water, drop the Jelly 
on it and sprinkle the chopped Jelly in 
the bottom of the dish. 
Prune Jelly.—Take six ounces of 
prunes, a half pint of water, an inch 
dick of cinnamon, an ounce and a half 
of powdered sugar, nu ounce of gobi 
tin, two tablespoonfuls of water and 
two cloves. Wash the prunes and put 
them into a saucepan with half a pint 
of water, Hie sugar, cinnamon and 
* loves. Siuuncr gently till the prune 
are quite tender, then remove flu* vin 
na mon and cloves and heat tile prunes 
briskly with a fork. 
Dissolve the gela­ 
tin in two tablespoonfuls of water 
j strain and add to the other ingredients.
